A surviving member of Abraham 


Lincoln's Cabinet, Judge Jobn P. 
Wsher, lives at Lawrence, Kansas. 
He is the only living witness to the 
presentation by Mr. Lincoln to Grant 
of the commission as General of all 
the armies. 
Neither the President 


nor any member of the Cabinet had 
seen Grant before this occasion. Mr. 
Usher quotes Lincoln as saying : 
"Gen. Grant is the most extraordin- 
ary of commanders. 
I heard noth- 


ing direct from him for a long time. 
I wrote him to know why and to in- 
quire whether I could do anything 
to promote his success. Grant re- 
plied he had done the best he cotild 
with what he had ; that he believed 
that if he had more men and arms he 
could use them to good advantage 
and do more than he had done, but 
he supposed I had done and was do- 
ing all I could ; that if I could do 
more he felt that I would do it." Mr. 
Lincoln ia said by Judge Usher to 
have bsen unable to comprehend 
Grant's conduct, as it was so differ- 
ent from that of other officers in lead- 
ing commands.

The grand jury, which adjourned for 


he term on Thursday, had a long tussle 
with a case of alleged illegal voting 
which came up from the fifth ward. The 
jarty accused is the young man, Rob- 
ert Ferguson, & Canadian by birth, who 
was chosen alderman in the fifth ward st 
the city election held on June 21st. He 
is charged in the indictment with illegal 
voting prior to the city election; but it is 
not likely that Aid. Ferguson would hare 
ever been prosecuted had he seen fit to 
brush aside the remonstrances of prop- 
erty owners in that precinct and voted in 
favor of granting liquor licenses to Mr. 
Nealon in the Qogerty building, and to 
Ole Johnson, near the fifth ward school 
bouse. He voted against each applica- 
tion, much to the disgust of Aid. Gogerty 
and various other parties in the ward. 
Mr. Qogerty tried to get a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote, and had a long list of 
names presented the council asking that 
the licenses be granted, but he failed in 
his purpose. The grand jury was the 
last resort, and the bitterness and vindio- 
tiveness of thoFe who dislike the course 
persued by tbe junior alderman from the 
fifth is visited upon Ihe head of Mr. Fer- 
guson. 


Aid. Ferguson came to this country 


when he was bbout 9 years old. He is 
charged with having voted illegally at 
the township election on April 7tb. He 
always believed himself a citizen, bnt at 
the solicitation of friends he took out 
naturalization papers the day before the 
city election, presumably to save possible 
trouble. It is known that Mr. Fergu- 
son's otl'ense, if he baa violated the elec- 
tion law, wnj brought to the attention of 
the grand jury through a communica- 
tion sect in by Aid Gogerty. His cnme 
appears on the indictment 88 one of the 
principal witnesses.

occurred, notwithstanding the at- 
tempt of the authorities to suppress 
intelligence of the facts. That the 
coming hot summer will see the 
spread of the plague throughout Eu- 
rope is now evident, and American 
cities should put themselves in order 
for its visitations. 


A IUILROAD newspaper at the East 


alleges that shipments of all kinds, 
except live stock and dressed beef, 
from the West to the East by rail- 
way have fallen off from 8,000,000 
tons in 1SS1 to 4,680,000 tons in 
1884. In what the falling off con- 
sisted can hardly be imagined. Tho 
J£ask ate as much Western produce 
in 1884 as it did in 1881, and prob- 
ably a great deal more. Tha amount 
of wheat and other products raised 
in the West for the Eastern markets 
was greater in 1884 than in 1831 and 
it got there some way.

THE Republican vote in the United 


States Senate now stands forty to 
thirty-four Democratic. There are 
two vacancies yet to fill, but un- 
dent edly Republicans will be elected 
to fill these. No further changes 
can occur before 1887, 
when the 


terms of twenty-five senators will ex- 
pire, sixteen of whom are Republi- 
cans and nine Democrats. 


CANADA is trying to borrow $30,- 


000,000, and an agent has gone to 
London to negotiate the loan 
The 


present debt of Canada is $202,000,- 
000. 
With the addition of tie new 


loan, the Canadian debt will be one- 
seventh as large as that of the United 
States, while its population is one- 
fourteenth as large.

How This Equine 
Affliction Should l>o 


Treated. 


A few inches below the point of the 


hock on the back part of the leg is the 
center of 
two strong 
ligamentoua 


bands, known to veterinarians as the 
c/ilcaneo cuboid and calcanco mctatar- 
sal ligaments. When a soft clastic 
swelling suddenly makes its appearance 
at the point above mentioned, it may 
safely be set down as a curb. The ac- 
cident which caused tho strain of the 
ligaments resulting in the curb gener- 
ally occurs several hours before tho 
swelling makes its appearance. 
Some 


families of horses, from the peculiar 
formation of their hocks, are m.uch 
more liable lo suffer fjoju curbs thajji 
others, and young animals are much 
more frequently afl'cetecl than those 
which have passed their scveji^i. .o^ 
eighth year. When a curb makes its 
appearance it is important that tho in- 
ftagimation be reduced as soon as pos- 
sible. Never apply blisters or stimu- 
lating liniments fill this is accom- 
plished. It may be best to put on a 
high-heeled shoe, to take the strain 
from the ligaments as much as possible 
while standing. 
The animal should be 


kept perfectly quiet, the grain taken 
awav, and cooling, laxative food, such 
as roots or maohes, substituted while 
the fever lasts. The inllammalion can 
be reduced by tho application of 
cold water bandages, changed 
fre- 


quently, for if allowed to remain too- 
long they will aggravate the complaint. 
The following lotion is probably one of 
the very best applications that can be 
made instead of the water: Take new 
rum one pint,water one pint, best vine- 
gar two quarts, sal ammoniac four 
ounces. Mix in a stone jug, keep in a 
cool place and shake before using. 
Applj frequently with a sponge, omit- 
ting bandages. After the curl; and sur- 
rounding parts have become cool, 
v,liieh may require several days to ac- 
compli*b. clip the hair from the enlarge- 
ment and apply the following ointment 
even* night, rubbing a little of it-into 
the skin covering the curb: liiiiiodidc 
of mercury one dram, lard one ounce. 
Mix thoroughly. Foment the leg with 
water as hot "as can bo borne every 
morning and Sitcrnoon. 
Continue to 


apply the ointment until a free watery 
discharge is produced, then omit it, but 
continue the fomentations every night 
for three or four days. After omitting 
the ointment one week renew the appli- 
cation and keep up the fomentation as 
before, until there is a free watery dis- 
charge from the skin over the curb, 
then omit the ointment another week. 
It may be necessary to repeat this 
three or four limes before the enlarge- 
ment is absorbed, anil then the liga- 
ments will be so weak that the animal 
must be used very carefully at first, for 
a slight strain at this stage will bring 
on the difficulty again. 
Gentle exor- 


cise will gradually strengthen the parts, 
which in time may become nearly as 
strong as before the injury. 
After thq 


enlargement has been absorbed by the 
above treatment it may be well to 
hand-rub the ^eat of the injury several 
times daily and apply at night for two 
weeks the following 'liniment, viz: Lin- 
seed oil, eight ounces; spirits of tur- 
pentine, eight ounces: oil of origanum, 
four ounces. Mix and rub in well with 
the palms of the hands.—A^. Y. Herald,
